ALBERTA CROP 


REPORT 


THE RECORDER, RAYMOND, ALBERTA. 


Number 9, 1933 

Issued by Department of Agri¬ 
culture, Edmonton, Aug. 21 

Cutting ot the wheat crop in 
Alberta has commenced, and is 
fairly general in all parts of the 
province save in the more nor¬ 
thern districts. Cutting of the 
coarse grains ha s also comment 
ed in certain districts. Crops 
have ripened so rapidly under 
the continued warm and dry 
weather, that harvesting has 
become general somewhat earl¬ 
ier than is usual. 

While the Department is not 
at present issuing an official es¬ 
timate of what me average 
yield oi wheat over the province 
is likely to be, it has become 
certain that the total harvest of 
wheat will be far below that of 
1932. Over a fairly well-defined 
area in the south-eastern part 
of the province, described rough 
ly as extending from the South 
Saskatchewan rijver north to 
Township 33 and from Range 
15 to tAe eastern boundary of 
the province, excluding irriga¬ 
tion areas, the crops have larg 
ely failed due to drought, and a 
very large percentage of the 
seeded area here will not be har¬ 
vested, while on the balance the 
yield will be very light indeed. 
Over the balance of the prov¬ 
ince aside from this area, how¬ 
ever, there will be a medium 
crop of wheat w ith estimates of 
yields ranging from 10 to 15 
bushels in districts immediately 
adjacent to the drought area 
both south and north, to as high 
as 20 bushels in R few' favored 
districts elsewhere in the prov¬ 
ince. Along the southern fringe 
of the province west and south¬ 
west of Medici no Hat, some fair 
ly good yields are expected. 
The Peace River and Grande 
Prairie districts report .condi¬ 
tions good, with prospects of 
good .yields, though rain would 
be welcome in a few sections 
to aid the filling process. 

A s might he expected, the 
drought conditions affected the 
coarse grains more seriously 
than the wheat, and in most dis 
tricts in the central and south¬ 
ern area s there will he a dis¬ 
tinct shortage of green feed and 
other feed crops, although as 
in wheat there are districts in 
the north central areas more 
favored in thi srespecL An un¬ 
usual situation has developed 
this year in the foothill cattle 
country between High River 
and Pinchcr Creek, where pas¬ 
tures havo burned under tho 
prolonged dry, hot spell. Here, 
as in the dried-out crop areas, 
the feed situation has become 
more or less acute. The whole 
feed situation is now being re¬ 
viewed by the Department ce 
ascertain what action may he 
necessary. 

• Grasshoppers are still doing 
a little damage oven though on 
the wing, but the percentage of 
loss from honners Lhis season 
has l>een held down almost to 
the minimum, as a result of the 
intensive poisoning campaign 
effected during tho early part 
of ihe growing season. 

Crons on irrigated areas are 
normal. Second cutting of alf¬ 
alfa at Lethbridge is reported 
somewhat light. Sugar beets 
are coming on well, but a some¬ 
what lighter vield than last 
year is expected. 

PRECIPITATION RECORDS 

Precipitation records at var¬ 
ious points reporting show the 
meciptation from April 1st to 
August Kith incliuivn to bo as 
follows: Medicine Hat 5.94 in. 
Empress 4.23, Lethbridge 0.72 
Macleod 5.34, Foremost 8.24 
Cardston 5.87, Calgary 6.22, 
Brooks 5.18, Drumhellrr 3.82, 
Coronation 0.29. Stettler 6.42. 
Red Deei 10,45. Vegrevil’e 0.24 
Lloydmink' •• 7.00, Edmonton 
9.93, Fairvio 2.91, Beaverlcdgc 
6 , 09 . 

At Lethbridge the ten-year 
average rainfall for the same 
period as quoted above was 0.17 
inches, at Medicine Hat was 5.- 
78 inches, at Calgary was 10.74 
inches, and at Edmonton was 
5.54 inches, So that at Leth¬ 
bridge and Medicine Hat the 
rainfall was practically normal 
this year, at Calgary it was be¬ 


low the ten-year average, and 
at Edmonton wa s abojve the av¬ 
erage. 

DISTRICTS REPORTS 

The following reports have 
been received by the Depart¬ 
ment : 

Medicine Hat—weather inten¬ 
sely hot and dry, grain not fill¬ 
ed as well as hoped, but some 
very fair crops. Wheat fifty per 
ent cut. Hail did some damage 
to individual crops. Wheat yields 
will vary greatly from 5 to 25 
About 5 per cent, land this area 
will not be harvested. 

Empress—Wheat 80 per cent 

cut, crop very light, about 4!) 
per cent, sown acreage being 
cut. Coarse grains largely a fail 
ure. 

Iianna—Crop conditions ex¬ 
tremely poor, around 70 per 
cent, of crop will not be harvest 
ed, but a small percentage will 
be cut for feed. Feed situation 
serious. 

Lethbridge—Weather contin¬ 
ues dry. Coarse grains ripened 
rapidly causing decrease in yie¬ 
ld. Quality wheat good. Yields 
range from 5 to 15 bushels, lr- 
rgation crops normal. Sufficient 
feed here but foot hills district 
short. 

Pincher Creek—Crop condit¬ 
ions poor, wheat estimate 5 bus 
hels. Coarse grains being cut 
for green feed. Shortage feed 
rather serious. Fall wheat has 
yielded 15 bushels some cases. 

Vulcan—Wheat cutting proce 
eding. Estimate yields 7 to 8 
bushels. Hail did small damage 
recently. Good feed will he 
scarce. 

Brooks—Conditions excellent 
th rough Brooks-Bassano-Tille.v 
irrigation district. Wheat should 
average 20 bushels. Feed pros¬ 
pects here excellent. 

Rockyford—Continued droug¬ 
ht caused further deterioration 
yields. Yields vary greatly, 
from very light to a few odd 
cases of 30 bushels. Estimate 
average 10 bushels. Considerab 
le area not being harvested. 

Sedgewick—Cutting of wheat 

and oats under way. A little 
rain August 5 helped feed sit¬ 
uation slightly. Pastures short. 
Estimate wheat to yield 12 bus¬ 
hels. All crops will be harvested. 

Olds—Fair amount of rain re 
cently. Wheat should average 
between 20 and 25. Harvesting 
general next week. Hay crop 
fairly good. 

Vermillion—Wheat cutting 
started August 5. Will yield 12 
to 14 bushels. I lay plentiful. 

St. Paul—Conditions gener¬ 
ally favorable. Some wheat al 
ready cut. Harvesting general 
by end of month. Anticipate 
general average for wheat 20 to 
22 bushels. 

Lloydminister—Crops matur¬ 
ed rapidly due to dry weather. 
Harvesting general about Aug 
ust 21. Some damage to late 
crop by frost July 31. Wheat 
should average 14 to 16 bush¬ 
els. 

Edmonton—Weather has con 

tinued hot and dry. Crops havo 
not filled to expectations, but 
on the whole are very good. 
Harvesting has started, but not 
yet general. 

Athabasca—Conditions good. 
Hay crop has been good, v heat 
cutting conunence s 21st, will 
probably average 23 bushels. 
Feed prospects excellent. 

Peace River—Civp conditions 

excellent. Wheat cutting will 
start 21st. Yield expected to 
average 26 bushels. Coarse gra¬ 
ins in good condition and feed 
plentiful. 

Grande Prairie— Weather 

somewhat dry and ra n needed 
to fill wheat. Sonin frost dam¬ 
age in outlying district*. Cut¬ 
ting will start August 21. An¬ 
ticipate wheat yield 8 bushels.
